He said that 
beoks expressing false and pervert- 
ed views on religion, social ques- 
tions, and politics do more harm 
than immoral books as such, be- 
cuuse people can be seen reading 
them without being put to shame 
and because readers of them can 
talk about them openly. ‘‘The 
bo-ks by Henry George, Kar] Marx 
and Nietzsche and the doctrines 
they express are doing immense 
harm in the British empire,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Murray. ‘I class them 
ia noxious literature.’’

King George chooses also his per- 
manent Lord’ in Waiting, which 
pest he has bestowed on Lord An- 
naly, His Majesty has appointed 
as Keeper of the Privy Purse Sir 
William Carington. e is brother 
to Lord Carrington, but elects to 
spell his name in a different ma«- 
ner; and his marriage in 1871 is 
worthy of note as being one of th 
first of the now long line of Angl 
American alliances. 

Lord Knollys and Sir Arthur 
Bigge are to be joint private secre- 
taries. Lord Knollys has for forty 
yeavs been the faithful friend and 
trusted counsellor of royalty and 
his deep affection for King Edward 
is @ fact that will never be for- 
gotten.

ed-—King George Plans a 
Child's Paradise.

Mary take up their residence at 
Windsor Castle certain alterations 
and rearrangements of the private 
apartments will be necessary. These 
apartments, which are never open 
to the public, are situated on the 
east and south sideg of the Grand 
Quadrangle, and are connected by 
4 corridor over five hundred feet 
in length. ;

TURKEY’S EX-SULTAN. 


Arch Assassin Has Aged Rapidly Since 
His Deposition. 


Since his deposition from the Turk- 
ish throne and confimement in the 
Villa Alattine in Saloniki, Abdul Ha- 
mid has rapidly. His face has 
become like a piece of wrinkled 
parchment, his beard is rfectly 
white and |he no longer has his barber 
dye it, as lhe formerly did. If he has 
any conscience he is: suffering the 
punishment that he deserves, and an 
eternity in perdition would be a light 
penalty for his hideous crimes, writes 
William E, Curtis in The Chicago Re- 
cord-Herald. 

Like Tamerlane, the Mongol Emper- 
or of the middle ages, Abdul Hamid 
reigned 33 years, but surpassed him 
in his cruelties and wholesale assassi- 
nations. It is said that he could 
never be induced to sign a death war- 
rant for an individual and took great 
credit to himself for his humanity in 
that respect, but at the same time 
he has repeatedly ordered the mas- 
sacre of thousands upon thousands of 
his subjects and deliberately ‘ con- 
demned entire racea to torture, muti- 
lation and long-drawn-out death. 

Abdul Hamid is probably respons- 
ible for the violent death of more in- 
nocent men, women and children than 
any human being who ever stained 
the pages of history with his crimes 
Hundreds of thousands of people in 
Bulgaria and in Armenia have been 
slaughtered lin cold blood by his or- 
ders, and there is not the slightest 
doubt — indeed, there is abundant 
proof—that he deliberately determin- 
ed upon the extermination of his 
Christian subjects in both those conn- 
tries. He is absolutely unique as a 
wholesale assassin, and, although the

Under the unwritten laws of the 
Empire of China this baby is an abso- 
lute despot—a paternal despot,. how- 
ever, fer the whole system of Govern- 
ment is based upon the patriarchal 
idea of the laws of the home and 
family.

He is 
the servant of the Divine Being and 
all his subjects are Wis servants; so it 
comes about that the religion of his 
empire is based upon filial piety. Tt 
is taught in every household and 
every school of the land, and the re- 
wards that come to Chinese subjects 
are based upon exceptional acta of 
filial gmety, which are invariably 
brought to the emperor’s attention, 
amd title and distinguishment are met- 
ed out to those who are versed in the 
sacred edicts of the ancient emperors, 
or who by their lives and examples 
show marked virtues of loyalty to the 
emperor, to father and mother. The 
sayings of Confucius comprise the 
theology of filial piety, and discus- 
sions and even quarrels are settled 
by a quotation from the laws of the 
sage. Only the emperor’s family and 
relatives possess entailed titles of no- 
bility—all other ranks are designated 
by achievements in the classics or 
notable acts of piety. The empire of 
China is the most perfect model of a 
socialistic body in the world and the 
most imperfect in its actual practice, 
for piracy and crime is rampant, and 
injustice and extortion are in evidence 
wherever the strong dominate the 
weak and impoverished

One of the bays and 
part of another contain the original 
vaulting. The eleventh century carv- 
ing of the capitals of some of the 
pillars remains—not altogether intact, 
but sufficiently complete to enable a 
clear idea to .be formed of its char- 
acteristics. The use which was made 
of the Undercroft in mediaeval times 
is not known. It is possible, per- 
haps, that it was used as a school for 
the novices. 

Some relics which have been found 
in various parts of the Abbey 
been collected in the Undereroft. 
Among the stones which were brought 
to-light while the floor of the Under- 
croft was being reconstructed are a 
number of fragments which are be- 


lieved to have formed part of the 
Norman areading of the original 
cloisters. These fragments have been

GATHERING PRUNES. 


The Fruit Is Never Picked, but Is Al- 
lowed to Fall to the Ground. 

A pecullarity of prunes is that they 
are never picked from the trees, but 
are allowed to fall to the ground. The 
reason is that a prune must be dead 
ripe, with all its sugar developed, or it 
will not cure properly. Therefore the 
ground under the trees fs carefully pre- 
pared and leveled to make a soft, 
Smooth bed for the falling fruit. Gath- 
ering the fallen prunes is a staple in- 
dustry in August und September, Boys 
and girls and often entire fatnilies are 
employed in it, camping in the or- 
chards, 

Being gathered, the prunes are rolled 
down troughs full of tiny needles that 
Prick their skins. They are then dip- 
ped in a hot solution containing lye, 
which cleanses them, and rinsed in 
cold water. Next they are put in 
broad, shallow wooden trays and Inid 
in the sun for two or three wecks, 
This sun drying practically converts 
them into the staple prunes of com- 
merce and of boarding house jokes. 
At the packing ‘wuse they are assort- 
ed as to size oy a machine which 
shakes them over a huge sieve. The 
farther the prune travels over the 
sieve the larger the holes, aud when 
it comes to a hole a little bigger than 
itself it drops through into the proper 
bin. It is tien run through a vat con- 
taining hot water and finally rolls 
down a chute into a wooden packing 
box—the same box that you sce at the 
grocer’s. When the prunes pour from 
the chute, however, there is u remoya-

Bleriot May Not Have Been the First 
Man to Fly the Channel. 


Bleriot may have been the first to 
fly the channel, but we have very 
excellent reason to question it. The 
archives of the city of Bergamo, in 
northetn Italy, contain a letter writ- , 
ten in London, October 18, 1751, tell-/ 
ing of an Italian named Grimaldo, | 
who sepms to have been an 18th cen- 
tury aviator. A translation of the 
letter follows 

“There is here a man of the most 
surprising talent that ever was seen 
in the world He says he is an 
Italian, monk, a native of Civitavec- | 
chio, named Andrea Grimaldo, and | 
he is about 50 years old. He spent 
20 years in traveling in eastern lands 
where he devoted himself for a period 
of 14 years to constructing the most | 
marvelous machine that high me- | 
chanics and mathematics could de- 
vise 

“This is a box of the most curious 
workmanship and build, which, by 
means of certain clock springs, rises | 


in the air with such lightness and | 
rapidity of force that in its flight it | 
can make a voyage of seven leagues 
an hour. Tt is made on the model 
of a bird. The wings have a spread 
of 22 feet from tip to tip. The body

A despatch from North Bay, 
Rays : Cochrane, 252 miles north 
ef this place, the youngest town in 
the north and little More than a 
year old, but a lusty, young com- 
munity, whose rapid growth has 
been a marvel, received its first 
setback on Sunday, when fire lick- 
ed up nineteen businéss places.
